‘Thé interpretation 
furthest from the Emperor's intention is in 
_ the majority of cases placed upon. some 
simple sentence, and the most bizarre prog- 
nostieations for the future ure founded on 
- the simplest indications.. The usual explana- 
‘tion of these supposed oraculer utterances 
is thot the Emperor in the fulness of his 
heart, lets slip -at| unexpected moments 
something of the current of hig private 
- thoughts, According to these interpreters 
the. Emperor is no more capable of keeping’ 
his secret thoughts to himself than was the 
Lydian queen who, having vowed to tell'to 
‘no mortal her tale, confided to the listening 
““yeeds the secret of her soul that her 
husband had asses’ cars, Unfortunately we 
in China are at the moment being wade-the 
ingbeent victims.of the whims of the latest 
interpreters of the oracle. 80 lately as 
the 18th May, the birthday of the Tsar of |* 
Russia came about. The Emperor Win.tam 
. had arranged to be present af a review of 


his troops about the time, and, it being the’ 


custom on his Court that the representative 
of each crowned head should in person’ visit 
the Emperor on the birthday of hia sovereign 
and regeive the customary congratulations, 
" the Russian-Amassador wis present. As* 
an act of courtesy to his neighbour, the 
German Emperor did the graceful act of 
postponing the review till the actual birth- 
day of the Tsar.’ If Sovercigns: were, on 
account of those national struggles and. 
jealousies which until the millenium must 
alwaye exist between adjacent. states, to 
carry into their private lives-every petty 
cause of national difference, the’ coveted 
’ station of sovereign ‘would indeed not be 
‘ worth the striving for, So thought the 
Emperor Wipiiam IT., and so doubtless 
thought the wpajority of big subjects! “Plea- 
sant acta were doubtless all the better for 
the accompaniment of pleasant, words, and 
the Emperor apparently, introduced the last 
little incident of eutrelit'talk. A break in| 
~ the clouds that bad heen hanging over China 
had just, appeated, and it seemed for thé 
firat -tima possible to remove the ils Of, 


brute force, and bring Count you Warpe- 
see hcme. ‘There had been a good deal’ of 
friction about -this same Count von Wat- 
prnerz. All were willing to acknowledge 


| that he had. done hiz best; and: what he did 


or what he did ‘not do, at all events all wore 
agreed that be bad been & gentlerman.. So, 
somewhat adfoitly, the Eimperor was able 
to point to the good understanding as having 
been brought about. by Count vor WiLpaE- 
ace. If any “political lesson were intended 
in the apeech, 80 far from’ pointing to a new 
connection between’ Germany and Russia, 
it rather indicated that Russia would have 


-| done better if, instend of trying to work 


out merely her own aggrandisement, sha kad 
thrown herself in with the line indicated by 
the Count and had abstained from hor 
questionable attempts to force a private 
convention on China detrimental to the 
interests not only of China, but of 
Europe generally, If such be the, case 
there iy some explanation of a course of 
subsequent action otherwise difficult to 
comprehend. * Germany is doubtless sincere 
in wishing to terminate a military occupa- 
tion frum which she understands, as 
plainly as Great Britain, that she gains ‘no 
advantage equivalent to the drain and 
expense. She is: moreover ‘anxious in the 
face of Russia to avoid a. misunderstanding 
that-would give the.lutter Power a plausible 
excuse for continuing her oceupation, BO, 
while as far eg possible withdrawing from 
the north, she yet wished to have her troups 
,| handy in caso of emergency. To withdraw 
them to Kiaochau was doubtless open -to 
misconstruction ; #0, ux. Shanghai in: the 


A no-mnn’a land, where spare troops and 
stores could always be dumped without 
infringing: the rules of the game, it 
apparently seemed that the forces with- 
drawn would if lnnded there be out of the 
caleulation, . This “was probably. at the 
bottom of the suggestion, rather than that 
any unfrienly action with regard to, England 
was intended or thought of. Shanghai has 
already the plensure of sheltering not only 
German but. British, French, aud Japanese 
troops, not as a hostile step, but. as a 
convenient backwater, out of tlie eddy

the ‘utilisation of the place ‘a little longer 
doubtless scemed at first sight reasonable, 
But it unfortunately happens . that the 
pysition of affnira there, though hitherto 
with a@ good-deal of mutual forbearance it 
has been possible to maintain o show of 
good feoling, is by ‘to .means satisfactory ; ; 


and thera are appearing ominous signs that, 


the juint und several occupations cannot 
much longer be maintained; and ns Great 
Britain has long since acquired . certain 


senior rights, which although long held in’ 


aboyance have never been surrendered, it ix 
becuming clear that some definite course of 
action must be arrived-at. Is is under 
these circumstances that the proposal has 
naturally excited a good deal of opposition. 
We have nothing to complain of in the 
condurt ' of Germany,. and for German 
troops we gave nothing but good to say, but 
joint occupations have at all times been the 
fortile mother of difficulties, and, as neither 
England nor Germany bave any desire to 
break’ the’ good. understanding hitherto 
existing, we trust that the Emperor will on 
his siue sce how fraught with danger would 
be the carrying out of his. proposal. The 
situation, all round is a complicated and 
hitherto unprecedented one, but is only a 
premonitory symtom of what’ wust happen 
in’ the futijre if come steps be not taken ta 
reduce, instead of increasing, the possible 
points of friction. Thé interests of the 
world in Shanghai are too great fo permit’ 
it to-become the Playground of contending 
troops ;.yet there is over a danger of this 
‘should a chance match’ reach this peewee 
magazine of warlike stores. 


Ture can be no aibeatiga that the motion 
of the Captain Superintendent of Police,

The Ontastatische Lloyd of the 2lst.inst.. in 

an editional on the Turkish mission to’ China, 

has thy following :— : e 

“After tho three weeks’ stay at Shanghai of 
the mission sent by the Sultan to warn the 
Mohammedan popalation of China not to rebel 
against the Chineso Government, it has returned 
ve Japan and Viedivoatock. and - through 
Siberia to Europe, And though the universally 
apressed opinion was that there was no danger 
at any time that the Mvhammedan: of China 
would raise the fag of rebellion, atill we: sre 
convinced that. th» mission was_not without ita 
beneficent results, It cannot bs denied that 
the feelings of the delegates were anything but 
sanguine when first they set foot’ on Chiness 
soil. Some wisescres, claiming « thorough 
knowledgo of the situation, deluded the 
mission into the belief that Uhere wus no con- 
nection between the Mohammedans’ of West 
Asia, and those of East Europe, that the 
Mussulmen of China knew nothing of tho 
Khalif of the Golden Horn. A certain pluasi- 
bility was lent to this statement by the fgot 
that the Mohammedons of tho Chinese empire, 
especially those of Turkestan, often found, on 
political grounds no doubt, in the Taur a pro- 
inoter of their projects und desires; This may 
possibly influence the Mohommodans_ in the 
“Chinese empire to a- certain extent, Bit the 
last week bus dixpolled all fears of that nature 
that may have been felt by tho mission. Enver 
Pasha cleurly established tho fact that the 
Mohammedans of the whole of China look upon 
the Khalif of Constantinople as thoir spiritual 
head; 80 much.ao that even in political ques- 
tions they acknowledge his right to direct 
them. ‘this fact is of great, importance, 
and with whomeouver the thought’ arose to 
appeal to the Sultam to use his influence to 
prevent s rising of his co-religionista in China, 
or to deprive. it of ite strength, and thereby 
‘indireetly add auothor guarantee for the intay- 
rity of Chins, it was certainly a thought fully 
justified.” ee . 

‘The writer, continuing, says that the Sultan's 
jnfluence on his co-religionists in China pany 
certainly prove .of vast importance in the 
future. Mohamm+dane in China have never 
yot beon persecuted on account of their religious 
beliof, Even in 1860 to 1873, whon in the 
province of Kansu whole towns and districts

TRANSVAAL NATIVES, 
——_-+— 

From the annual report of the Folk Lore 
Society, recently published, it appears that 
steps are being taken to obtain the appointment 
of a Commission to ingnire jnto the customs 
and institutions of the native race of the; 
Transvaal and Orange: River Colony. The 
‘Council of the Society, acting in conjunction 
with the Anthropological Institute, have 
memorialised the Colonial Office praying for 
the appointment of.a ( ommission to make this 
inquiry, . The sugsestiona contained in their 
memorial are said to have been approved by'a 
large number of scientific men and the Colonial 
Secretary appears to be inclined to move in the 
matter, Mr. Chamberlain has intimated that 
the suggestions made will not be lost sight of 
when the propor time arrives. Ho, of course, 
eannot say more just now while the war 
continues, The argument in favour of action 
being taken ig thus briefly put, “The Council 
believe it is only by an accurate knowledge of 
tho customs, institutions and superstitions of 
the natives that the extremely difficult problems 
desling with the uative races of South Africa 
can be satisfactorily solved, while the sciontiite 
value of the record which would be obtained by 
auch a Commission, would be hardly less than. its 
admivistratize value.” Mr Siduey Hartland, . 
President of the Folk Lore Society, iusista very 
atronyly upon the politival necessity of obtaining: 
fall knowledge regarding the coloured peoples of 
South Africa. The information available at 
present, is, he says, of a very fragmen: and 
uncertain character. He believes that the best 
way of securing the. proper government and 
well-being of the native tribes is the methodical 
study of the people, their, castoms and beliefs, 
He urges that our old ignorant unsympathetic, 
though often well-meaning, fashion of muddling 
along, should be abandoned, as it has led in the 
past to innumerable difficulties, to endless waste 
of blood and treasure. Mr. Hartland points 
out that other countries are enga: in authro- 
pological explorations. and that England should 
not neglect its opportunities, Germany is spend- 
ing in this direction more than £35, @ year, 
and tho United States are also liberal in their 
expenditure, although they haye to deal only 
with the anthropology of a single race. He 
further remarks that “the Government. of 
India, under the guidance of Mr.. Risley, and 
thanks to the statesmanlike grasp and energy 
of Lord. Curzon, ia taking measnres. for an 
ethnographical survey.” Mr.’Hartland writes 
as an enthusiast, but,. of course, we shall. have 
to come to grips with the. black question in 
South “Africa one of ‘thesa daya,- and then 
ethnography ‘will have. ite valug.- Meahwhilo

ig interested in‘ Japan—unamely, the importation 
of sugar, é 
“That the import trade from Franca seems 
to be flourixhingy is accounted for by the yer 
large and inereased quantity of mousseline de 
laine supplied to Japan. 

The United States continue to encroach om 
epheres of trade which were fortuerly considered. 
under ‘the extlusive control of the United 
Kingdom or other nations. American competi- 
tion is now 8 permanent foature of the import 
trudé of Japan and is worthy of the coreful 
attention of British “ manufacturers. The 
geographical: situation of the United States 
with regard to Japan aud the eagerness with 
which American nianufacturers are seeking a 
market in ‘this country will make her a 
competitor. more ‘and .niore. formidable as 
time ‘goes’ on. In 1900 Americans again 
'#ecared.a. number of valnable contracts for the 
delivery of goods in 1901, including one for 
rails which was estimated at £72,000,. Amon 
the reasons for the very large figures te whic 
the import trade from the United Statea into 
Japan rose in 1910 was the fact thet the ox. 
tensive ord srs, the execution of which was under- 
taken there in the preceding year, included 
20,000 tens of rails, which at the high price then 
prevailing would acconnt for, say, £160,000, A 
largequantity of electrical plant for tram-lines 
atid elocivio lighting-and bridge work aud wire,as 
well is flour, are also included in the returns. 
Telephone cable was et one time 2 United States 
monopoly, but now Gorman makers aro fuldlling 
large orders for it. British mannfactnrers, 
owing to the high prices asked for, have'so far 
| bean unsuccessful in obtaining any contracts for 
this matérial.. ; . 

“Trade with China.—During the past few 
years there has been a-remarkelle growth in 
the trads between Japan andChina occasioned 
for the most part by the opening up of markets 
for Japanese manufactures in the neighbouring 
Empire, .While. the exports thither in 1895 
amonntéd in: valne to £989,636, in 1899. they 
had zieen to’ £4.109,573, Till May, 1900, the 
trade preserved its oustomary expansion. Cotton 
yarns, cotton tissues, matches, European 
umbrellas—in particular the first-named—are 
the manufactures of Japan which most readily 
figd purchasers in Chins; Hence the crisis in 
China, which almost pat 5 ace for a time to 
the commercial intercourse of the two countries, 
was a blow felt in an especial munner by those 
industries. Imports from China, too, naturally 
diminished in some cases, though the sum of 
them was greater. than in 1899. The labour 
market in Japan was also affected by the with- 
drawal of numbers of coolies for service, not 
only with the Japanese troops but aleo with 
the forces of more than one foreign nation. 

’ O€ British shipping Mr. Lay sere that -it 
shows an increase of 133 vessels, 499,559 tons, 
as compared with 1899, The Peninsular and 
Orientsl Steam Navigation Company have sold 
their two steamers which used to run between 
Hongkong and Yokohama carrying passengers 
and cargo, and, at-times, mails. The Rosetta 
and Rohilla sre now-in Japanese hends. It 
} would appear as if the company had found 
| themselves unable to compete with the heavily 
subsidised German, French, and Japanese mail 
lines, and had, in the meantimo at least, aban- 
doned a strugyle which they had for some time 
carried on at a disadvantage and with little 
snecess, Passengers wishing to travel home’ 
now bys British mail line must procsed first to 
Shangbsi or Hongkong, eithor by the “ intor- 
mediate” vessels of the Peninsular and Orien- 
tal, or by. vessels belonging to some other line. 
It is ttable that the British Mercantile 
Marine 1s not better represented in these waters, 
Au inquiry addressedto a passenger intending 
to proceed to Europe vid India as to the line 
che will travel by elicits the almost invariable 
response “by German mail.”
